FOKTIONMJSNT. 


According to tha Chicago Tribune on 


Jan. 7,1881, Gen. Walker, then Sopor- 
intendent of the Census, made a ttitemont 
of the population of the Uoited Slates, as 
shown by the census taken the preceding 
July, which came within 8,000 of the total 
figures on a total of over 50,000,000. This 
w»» close enough for all practical purposes, 
and what was done ten years ago can surely 
b» done now. If Mr. Poiter is aa prompt 
as bis predecessor the present Congress can 
have before it a year from next, January 
the figures on which to make a reappor- 
lionment which shall apply to the mem 
btts of the Eouss and Presidential Elect 
ors to be oboien in 1892. If the work is 
not done by the present Congress, it will 
be thrown into the hands of the next one, 
the political complexion of the popular 
branch of which no one can tell with cer- 
tainty. Should the Senate be Republican 
and the House Democratic there might be 
a long and vexations struggle which it 
would be well to avoid if possible. 


Even if Congress should get the figures 


of the 1890 census by the following Janu- 
ary it will have to do quick work to act on 
them by the 4th of March. 
The problem 


of the ratio of representation is growing 
more and more perplexing decade by de- 
cade. 
To avoid having an nnwieldiy House 


it is necessary to increase the ratio, and 
lLat meets with the opposition of the di- 
minutive States, which see the number of 
tbeir Representatives steadily shrinking. 
The present ratio is that of one member 
ft t each 151,912 of population. That gives 
a House of 325 members. 
Were it retained 


with population of 65,000,000 it would give 
over 430. This would be likely to be an 
unwieldy and unmanageable body. 
As the 


House increases in numbers the quantity 
of work done lessens, and what is accom- 
plished is chiefly in committee, the only 
place, indeed, where anything can be sat- 
isfactorily done. How far this is wise is n 
question, but it is the inevitable result of 
&n increased membership. There will be 
abundant time to discuss these questions, 
however. The main thing to look after is 
that it i* the LI, and cot the LII. Con- 
gress that passes on them. 
The general 


opinion now is that the next ratio will be 
about 200,000 for a Representative. If that 
number were adopted tlie House would 
not be materially increased. 


ENGLAND'S MINISTER. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—Secretary Elaine 


is much improved to-day and went to the 
State Department. 
At 11 o'clock Sir 


Julian Pauncefote, the new British Minis- 
ter, accompanied by several members of 
the legation, called and was formally re- 
ceived by the Secretary. Later they went 
to the White House, where Secretary 
Elaine formally presented him to the 
FiegicUat in the blue parlor. 


Pnuncetote's address was as follows: 
Mr. President—SIB: I have the honor 


to place in your hands the letter from the 
Queen, my august sovereign, accrediting 
me as her Envoy Extraordinary and Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary to the United States, 
In fulfilling thic pleasing duty I desire to 
express my sense of the distinguished 
character and special importance of the 
mission her Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to confide to me and assure yon 
that no effort will be wanting on my part 
to worthily discharge the great trust. My 
utmost endeavors will be devoted to the 
object which Her Majesty and her people 
have so much at heart, the maintenance of 
the relations of peace and friendship which 
happily; exist between Great Bntain and 
the United States, and strengthen if possi- 
ble tha many ties which unite those two 
great English speaking countries, destined 
to exercise the most beneficial influence for 
the advancement of civilization and the 
promotion of happiness throughout the 
world. 
I believe the citizens of the

of the colon has been cut by the bullet. 
It this should prove to be the case, to-day 
or to-morrow the doctor will call for an as- 
sistant aud proceed to perform a difficult 
operation, sever before performed in this 
State. Ho will open the cavity, take ont 
the bowels in a towel soaked in water of 
the proper temperature and lay them on a 
table by the side of the patient. He will 
then trim the wound, as a bullet wound 
needs trimming, while a knifa wound does 
not. Then the bowel will be cleaned and 
sewed, and the mass will be replaced in 
the cavity and the belly sewed up. 


While the chances oi the young man'* 


recovery will be against him in the event 
of the necessity ot this operation, his 
strong constitution may cany him through.
